Earlier this year 
Khrushchev set an end-of-thc- 
year deadline, but dropped it in 
his first speech to the congress 
last week.

Health Hazard From Fallout

WASHINGTON W — Public 


health authorities arc geared 
to detect, the first fallout in 
North America from the Soviet ■ 
Union's massive nuclear explo­ 
sion of Monday. 
Rut they declared it is too’ 


early to forecast if it will cre­ 
ate any significant health haz­ 
ard either in the following few 
weeks or next spring. 
A Weather Rureau scientist 


said it was possible the early 
fallout from Monday's test may 


even pass north of the conti­ 
nental United States in its first 
pass around the earth. It likely 
will extend over the entire na­ 
tion in its second time around 
about 10 days later, he added. 
There is a possibility, health 
officials said, that within the 
next month levels of radioac­ 
tive iodine from the bomb de­ 
bris might equal or exceed 
levels produced by the 21 pre­ 
viously announced tests in the 
current Soviet series.

Legislature May Take 


Up Defense Shelters 


SAN FRANCISCO W — Sup- 
port of a costly civil defense 
shelter 
program 
to 
protect 
every American citizen against 
nuclear fallout may be taken 
up at a special session of the 
next state legislature. 
“There are some elements 
of immediacy in this legisla­ 
tion." Chairman Richard Rich­ 
ards of the State Senate In­ 
terim Committee on Local Gov­ 
ernment told a one-day civil 
defense hearing in San Fran­ 
cisco yesterday. 
There will be another hear­ 
ing, 
in Southern California, 
before the legislature meets in 
January. 
Civil defense officials gen-i 
orally backed Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown's request for a special 
session, 
saying 
that 
urgent 
problems of financing, build­ 
ing codes and school laws need 
legislative consideration. 
While state civil defense ex­ 
perts were unanimous in re­ 
commending that communities 
get going immediately on mass! 
shelter 
construction, 
spokes­ 
men for several peace organi-1 
zations contended the 
whole 
idea was wrong and unwork­ 
able. 
Henry Lohmann of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
executive 
secretary o f; 
the Friends Service Committee 
on Legislation, said more re­ 


search should be done on ways 
to disarm and that civil de­ 
fense could “goad an oppon­ 
ent into striking before we are 
prepared.” 


Both Lohmann and Roy C. 
Kepler, member of the Acts for 
Peace executive committee, de­ 
clared civil defense is but an 
extension of the arms race and 
the United States 
needs “an 
alternative to war itself— not 
defense programs.” 
But speaker after 
speaker 
came out for vast shelter pro­ 
grams to protect everybody in 
event of thermonuclear attack. 
Civil defense officials from 
Livermore 
advised 
construc­ 
tion 
in 
every community of 
dual purpose shelters 
under­ 
ground to safeguard the entire 
population. 
William H. Parness, 
Liver­ 
more city manager 
and civil 
defense director, said that un­ 
less shelters were designed to 
provide for such alternate uses 
as meeting places, recreation 
areas and school facilities, com. 
munihes would not be able to 
get financial support locally. 
Livermore’s plan, which is 
under study across the nation, 
calls for seven compartmented 
shelter 
complexes 
dispersed 
through the city. 
A 
resident 
could reach cover minutes af­ 
ter an alert. 


¡this cumulative total of fallout 
would constitute any signifi­ 
cant hazard, said Dr. James 
Terrill of the Health Service. 
Radioactive iodine is consid­ 
ered a threat because if enough 
of it got into a person’s system, 
it could cause thyroid cancer. 
Terrill said that most of the 
radioactive strontium—a poten­ 
tial cause of bone cancer— 
loosed by the bomb will be de­ 
layed 
in

spring. The strontium from the 
big blast will fall with the 
strontium

stratosphere from other tests 
in the series. 
It remains to be seen wheth­ 
er the strontium from all tests 
; would 
constitute 
any 
wide­ 
spread hazard, Terrill said. 
“ It should be borne in mind, 
however." he added, “ that even 
the present or expected levels 
of both strontium and iodine 
are and will be producing some 
adverse health effects in small 
portions of large population 
groups throughout the world. 
“ However, these levels of 
health effects will probably be 
below the detectable range.” 
Terrill said standards had 
been w orked out— differing for 
various kinds of radioactive 
materials—to guide officials in 
considering protective counter­ 
measures. 
For example, the maximum 
standard for radioactive iodine 
is a daily intake of 100 micro­ 
microcuries per day over a 
year's time. The standard for 
strontium 
is 200. A micro- 
microcurie is a measurement 
of radioactivity, 
Terrill said the Health Serv­ 
ice just can't say how' much 
fallout will come down quickly 
from Monday's heavy weight 
test, or how' much will be de­ 
layed until next spring. 
One reason, he said, is that 
the health service does not 
know how dirty the bomb was 
in terms of radioactive fallout.

“but it doesn't mean anything; 
it’s only a nuisance.” 
Jones said there are 19.285 
registered voters in the district 
and that if 50 per cent of these 
turned out ij would be a good 
showing for a special election. 
They will vote in 33 polling 


places, he said, because of con­ 
solidation of two and thr>e pre­ 
cincts in each voting place “for 
economy.” 
He gave costs for such elec­ 
tions as including $72 in salary 
for four employees

polling place and $15 for rent. 
The consolidation thus would 
save at least $4.698. not count- 
| ing cost of materials and their 
delivery.

2 large onions, chopped 
1 green pepper, chopped 


’ 2 cup salad oil 
2 fricassee chickens 
yz cup flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon pepper 
1 cup water 
1 
pound package rice 
3 teaspoons curry powder 
1 cup white raisins 
1 cup cashew's—or almonds 
or walnuts 
1 medium-sized onion, finely 
chopped 


In a Dutch oven, saute the 
onions and green pepper in the 
oil until soft; then remove from 
oil and set aside. Cut up the 
chickens and shake pieces in 
paper bag containing the flour, 
salt and pepper. Brown chick­ 
en in the oil; then return the 
sauteed onion and green pep­ 
per to the kettle, add the water 
and simmer about two hours. 
Wash the rice and dump in­ 
to boiling salted water to which 
you have added the curry pow­ 
der. You want a fair amount of 
curry powder, as the product 
made in this country isn’t as 
strong as that made in India. 
That amount of Madras curry 
powder would bring tears to 
your eyes. Cook the rice until 
tender (the only way to tell 
this is to chew on a few pieces); 
then pour it into a colander 
and give it a quick w'ash with 
W'arm water. The rice will be 
golden. 
Add the raisins and 
the whole or broken cashews. 


Remove chicken from bones, 
add rice, 
and 
mix 
with the 
chicken stock. 
They do this 
with their hands in India, so 
why not here? Taste and add 
more salt if necessary. Make it 
into a mound in a casserole 
and cover with finely chopped 
onion. Put it in the oven to 
keep hot until ready to serve, 
but not too long or you w'ill 
ruin the rice. The secret of this 
dish is the rice. This will serve 
10. Serve with mango chutney.

Most children’s IQs (intelli­ 
gence quotients) do not change 
1 once checked 100 high school 
seniors who had been tested in 
kindergarten.

changed significantly. But a 
few kids do change greatly. 
Take a forlorn little guy out of 
an orphan asylum, and put him 
in a good home. His IQ will 
jump quickly. Make the reverse 
move, and it’ll go down. Ser­ 
ious illness or brain injuries 
may lower IQs. too. But most 
children are either bright, aver­ 
age or dull for life.

Intelligence tests are very 
worthwhile. We know’ that each 
child 
is 
different. 
Teachers 
have to adjust their work to the 
differences. They can’t give one 
assignment to a roomful, and 
expect everyone to profit from 
it. Usually three assignments 
are needed—a stiff one for the 
bright, an average one for the 
average and a light one for 
the slow. To assign wisely, 
teachers must know the abili­ 
ties of their pupils. Accurate 
guessing is impossible. Tests 
are essential. That’s why most 
schools now give intelligence 
tests to all children. 


Personality 
tests 
measure 
children's emotions, or feel­ 
ings. They indicate whether 
children are reasonably well- 
adjusted, or maladjusted. They 
show the direction they are 
taking, for better or for worse. 
They also indicate the types of 
disorders some children have. 
Personality tests are expensive. 
They can be given to only one 
child at a time. The group per­ 
sonality tests aren't reliable. 
Only a specially trained psv- 
chologist can give them. Up to 
now only a few schools can use 
them. In the future all of them 
will. I’ve found that personality 
tests are just as important as 
intelligence tests, in guilding 
children.

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TODAY'S EDIT ORIAL 
College Board Lost Public 
Confidence By Secret Meet 


in all the discussion lately about the 
legality oi the secret m eetings at which 
the College of Marin trustees decided to 
purchase certain lands for college ex­ 
pansion, two things have clearly em erg­ 
ed. 
F irst is that the revelation of the se­ 
cret m eetings has u n d e m in e d c o n f i - 
dence the general public should have in 
their college trustees. 
Second, the trustees are under 110 ob­ 
ligation to take advice from their legal 
consultant, the county counsel, on any­ 
thing except the law. 
The disclosure ot the secret meetings 
com es at a time when the college trus­ 
tees and staff have been m aking an ex- 
tradordinary effort to present the Col­ 
lege of Marin to the p e o p l e ot the 
county in its true light, a fine educa­ 
tional institution. The trustees 
h a v e 
been seeking the counsel of citizens in 
the college's development. They were 
m aking good progress. 
Now 
the 
general 
public 
wonders 
“ w hat's been going o n ° " 
T here must be good reason, because 
the trustees accepted it, that one prop­ 
erty increased $11.000, two thirds of its 
value, in two years. But the r e a s o n 
doesn't em erge from d o se d door se s­ 
sions. so the public asks, “ how com e? ’ 
It is too bad that the college thus 
su ffe rs reduced confidence. 
U ndoubt­ 
edly before long the expansion program 
will require the trustees to go to the 
people for some help, probably ip the 
form of a bond issue. Then they'll need 
all the confidence and support they can 
get. 
A s to the second point: Even if the 
county counsel is correct iwe don't be­ 
lieve he is) and such a secret m eeting is 
legal, that still doesn't mean the m eet­ 
ings had to be closed. The t r u s t e e s 


should consider other legal considera­ 
tions, the effect of such action on the 
public, the adviseability o f discussing 
spending the public's tax m oney behind 
closed doors. Then m ake up their own 
minds, not blindly follow the county 
counsel. 
And the count\ counsel's adrice itself 
distresses us too. He expanded an at­ 
torney general's opinion, which the at­ 
torney general him self had warned was 
“ a narrow one and that any subterfuge 
or evasion of the purpose of the (Brown) 
act should not be tolerated." 


We do not believe that the county 
counsel, paid by taxpayers' m o n e y , 
should use his efforts to find loopholes 
by which any governm ental agency may 
evade the intent of a law. The intent of 
the Brown Act banning secret meetings 
is clearly stated at its start: 


“ In enacting this chapter (of the 


Governm ent Code), the Legislature 
finds 
and declares that the public 


com m issions, hoards and councils and 
the other public agencies in this state 
exist to aid in the conduct of the peo­ 
ple's business. It is the intent of the 
law that their actions be taken openly 
and that their deliberations be con­ 
ducted open’y. 


“ The people of this state do not 


yield their sovereignty to the agen­ 
cies w Inch serve them. The people, 
in delegating authority, do not give 
their public servants the right to de­ 
cide what is good for the people to 
know and what is not good for them 
to know. The people insist on rem ain­ 
ing informed so that they may retain 
control over the instruments t h c y 
have created." 


Isn't that clear enough for everyone 
to understand?

One of the purposes of lib­ 
eral education is to facilitate 
the ability to solve problems. 
Most problems can be solved 
by the application of prob­ 
lem-solving methodology.

in somewhat ab­ 
breviated form: 
J. What is the problem? 
Is the right question being 
asked? 
2. Investigate ALL of the 
relevant 
information 
avail­ 
able on the subject. 
3. If step two doesn’t an­ 
swer the question, then de­ 
sign a procedure that will. 
This involves many possibili­ 
ties, the most salient one be­ 
ing rational (as compared to 
irrational) t h o u g h t proc­ 
esses. This step always in­ 
volves 
collecting 
data 
and 
new information of a kind 
that everyone 
knows what 
everyone else is saying. The 
data must be pertinent and 
reliable. 
4. Analyze the newly ac­ 
quired data 
5. Draw 
conclusions. 
An 
attempt is frequently made 
to have the conclusions fol­ 
low from the data. 
The current civil defense 
pronouncements do not ap­ 
pear to reflect thinking of 
this 
order. 
The 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
should 
discon­ 
tinue any civil defense plans 
until they have been arrived 
at by this procedure.

nificant statements on for­ 
eign policy.

Vietnam and the other free 
states in Southeast Asia.” 
That will involve risks. It 
may well require sending U. 
S. forces to the scene. If MilK 
er is going to talk that wav

cans will need to be prepar­ 
ed to support resolutely the 
military' measures to give ef­ 
fect to his words. 
Miller also made this state­ 
ment:
